except for dead, whose bodies were 
buried under the mass of debris, and 
the dying, who crawled away from 
the scorching fire, ‘their clothes burn- 
ing off. 

The intense heat made rescue work 
difficult until after the fire depart- 
ment arrived. It was 30 minutes be- 
fore the bodies under the craft's fusil- 
age could be dragged out. They were 
burned beyond recognition. 

Meanwhile ambulances from every 
hospital and undertaking establish- 
ment were on the scene of the acci- 
| dent, and the police threw a cordon 
about the place. Dozens were found 
to have been more or less seriously 
cut by a shower of glass which pre-

ceded the explosion. The cause of 
the fire which brought the flaming 
gas bag down, is not definitely known. 
None of the crew could ascribe a de- 
finite reason. 

Theories Offered. 

‘Two theories were offered, how- 
ever, one was that a epark from the 
rotary moters set the gas fire, the 
other was that the balloon was over- 
charged and that the sun’ rays caus- 
ed it to expand and burst, the fire 
following the contact of the gas with 
sparks in the motors. 

It was intended to charge the bag 
with a pure mixture of hydrogen gas, 
which is not inflammable. It was 
conjectured, however, that a quantity 
of oxygen became mixed in the 
charging process, rendering a high 
explosive combination. 

When Jack Boettner, an employee 


of the rubber company, and pilot of 


the craft, saw the flicker of flame, 
he shouted a warning to the other 
passengers and jumped from the fu- 
silage. All were protected by para- 
chutes, attached to their bodies by 
belts. j

Germany. 


Paris, July 20—Full peace condi- 
tions of the allied and associated pow 
ers are now in the hands of the A 1»- 
trians. The first sections of the te ms 
were presented to the Austrian 1> ¢- 
gates at, St. Germain, on June 2, the 
final sections were delivered to them 
at the same place on Saturday with- 
out ceremony by M. Dutasta, secre- 
tary general of the peace conference. 

The terms comprise the whole tc®a- 
ty which Austria is asked to sign, in- 
| cluding the reparation, financial, mili- 
| tary and certain other minor clauses, 
| which were not ‘ready for presenta- 
| tion when the official ceremuny took 
place, 

In an accompanying memorandum. 
the Austrians are granted’ 15 davs in 
which to make their fina! observance, 
although they have already submitted 
|a large number of notes on the terms 
| previously submitted to them, 

In addition to the vublisuel sum- 
mary of the terms of June *, the new 
clauses providing for reparations ar- 
rangements are similar to those of the 
treaty with Germany, including ihe 
establishment of an Austrian sub sec- 
tion to the reparations clause, the pay- 
ment of a reasonable 6um in cash, the 
lissuing of bonds and the delivery of 
live stock and certain historical and 
art documents, 

The financial terms provide that the 
Austrian pre-war debt shall be ap- 
| portioned among the various former 
| parts of Austria and that the Austrian 
coinage and war bonds circulating in 
the separate territory shall be taken 
up by i new governments and re- 
deemed as they see fit. 

Army Reduced to 30,000, 

Under the military terms the Ais- 
trian army is henceforth reduced to 
thirty thousand men on @ purely vol- 
untary basis. 

Paragraph five, relating to the m,li- 
tary, says that the Austrian army ghall 
not exceed thirty thousand men, in- 
cluding officers and depot trocj 
| Within three months the Austrian mil 
itary forces shall be reduced to this 


number, universal military ser ce

Bisley, July 21—(C.A.P.)—The Bis- 
ley meeting was officially closed today 
with the shooting for the McKinnon 
cup, which was wor by England, wita 
an aggregate of 1,:)7 Australia was 
second, with 1,424, «:.d Canada third, 
with 1,398.

The aggregate team scores at the 
thousand yard range were: England 
735, Australia 731, Canada, 702, Scot- 
land 635, New Zealand 675. 

Individual Canadian scores at this 
range were: Francis 55, Hay 58, Bal- 
four 60, Hutchison 49, Utton 61, 
Goodhouse 638, Martin 59, Morrie 65, 
Mortimer 58, Vincent 656, McInnes 
62, Eimitt 67.

DENIES THAT N.W.M. 
POLICE USED SOFT 
NO$ED BULLETS 


OTTAWA, July 21.—A. A. McLean, 
comptroller of the Northwest Mounted 
police, emphatically denies a_ state- 
ment made by T. H. Dunn of Winni- 
peg, before the Ottawa forum on Sun- 
day night to the effect that during the 
riots of June 21 the Mounted police 


“fired soft-nosed bullets into the 
crowd of women and children, of a 
type which has been barred by the 
Geneva convention and also in the 
late war.” 


“This, like much of the rest of the 
speech,” sald Mr. McLean, “is trans- 
parent falseness, and is scarcely wor- 
thy of attention. Soft-nosed bulleta 
are used in the high velocity, high- 
powered rifles and automat pistols, 


Neither riflee nor automatic pistols 
are used by the Royal Northwest 
Mounted police, but only revolvers 


which discharge solid lead bullets of 
the type in use before the invention 
of small calibre, high-powered rifles.” 

Mr. McLean also drew attention to 
tlie finding of the coroner's jury, 
which investigated the death of Mike 
Sokolowski, the enemy alien who was 
shot to death In the riot. The jury 
found that Sokolowski died as the re- 
sult of receiving a bullet wound jn 
the heart, fired by some unknown 
person, The verdict also stated that 
“the evidence shows that a number of 
shots were fired by rioters and there 
is nothing to indicate that the shot 
which killed the deceased was fired 
by the police.”

Montreal Star Comments Causti- 
cally on Mix-up in London 
Peace Celebration 


Montreal, July 2%—"Whoever is re- 
#ponsible for the mieerable mixup in 
London which almost cut Canada out 


of the great Victory parade, should be 
asked to resign,” the Montreal Star 


states dn an editorial today. 

“The people of Canada will inatst 
upon knowing why and will not be 
eatisfied with the typical official ex- 
planation.. At best this unfortunate 
business was due to an exhibition of 
stupidity for which somebody's head 
should fall. But whether it wae 
merely thick-headed incompetency 
and sodden failure to appre.iate @ 
great occasion or a deliberate slight, 
due to jealousy or personal designs, 
the people will demand not only an 
explanation that shall explain, but ex- 
posure and punishment of those re-
